The pilot of a single-engined | 
United States Army plane wos | 
killed instantly when the ma- 
chine crashed near St. Albert, 10 
miles northwest of the U.S, air 
port at about | p.m. Sunday. 

Announcement of the fatality 
was made Monday by Brig.-Gen. 
Dale V. Gaffney, commanding gen- 
eral of the Alaskan Wing of the 
U.S.A.A.F, Transport Command. 

Name of the dead pilot is with- 
held pending receipt of news of the 
accident by his next of kin. 

The machine crashed in a wheat- 
field and burned, while it was ap- 
parently coming in for a landing 
after a routine flight. 

Body of the pilot was found about 
200 yards from the plane. 


ATTEMPT TO LAND j 

Official announcement of the fa- 
tality stated that the pilot had 
taken his plane aloft again after an 
unsuccessful attempt to land at the 
base. His flight leader, who had 
already landed, took off again to 
give the other pilot assistance in 
coming in, but the crash occurred 
soon after. ‘

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
‘Naples, March 20.— The. battle 
for Cassino continued today as 
fresh German reinforcements 
streamed into the ruined town 
while Allied and Nazi forces 
were attacking and _ counter- 
attacking through the hills to the 
north and west. 

Tough German paratroopers held 
fast to their slim foothold in the 
southwestern end of the town and 
an Allied communique said the 
Nazis had succeeded in reinforcing 
their strongpoints in the rubble- 
littered streets. 

At the same time, other German 
units fought their way back into 
the crest of Hill 165, a small height 


several hundred yards west of 
Cassino, which gave the Nazis a 
perfect observation post from 


which to direct artillery and mortar 
fire down on the New Zealand in-

Is Put to Death

ALGIERS, March 20. Pierre 
Pucheu, former Vichy minister of 
interior, died “with great dignity” 
today and he gave the final com- 
mand to a French firing squad 
which executed him as a traitor to 
France. 

He stood proudly erect, without 
a bandage on his eyes and with his 
hands untied while he faced the 
12 selected riflemen shortly before 
6 a.m. at Hussein Dey rifle range 
on the outskirts of Algiers. 

Pucheu's last request was that 
he be given the privilege of issu- 

ing the final commands to the 
firing squad, A brief communique 
said he “died courageously.” 

A spokesman for the French 
Committee of National Liberation 
said the execution would have “a 
most favorable effect in encourag- 
ing the resistance movement in 
France, by showing that we have 
the strength and independence to 
deal with such _ highly- placed 
traitors.”

Marshal Gregory Zhukov’s Ist 
Ukrainian Army engulfed Vinnitsa 
today by a direct frontal assault 
after throwing two powerful spear- 
heads around the flanks of the 
Nazi garrison. 


COLLAPSES SALIENT 

The fall of Vinnitsa collapsed a 
powerful German salient along the 
Bug river line and opened the way 
for a thrust on toward the Polish 
communications centre of Lwow or 
down to the southwest into Ru- 
mania. 

Simultaneously, the 2nd Army 
of the Ukraine raced westward 
through a 31l-mile hole in the 
Dniester defences toward the 
Prut river, after capturing Mogi- 
lev-Podolski, the biggest German 
stronghold along the Bessarabian 
border. 

With’the town and its river cross- 
ings firmly in their hands, the So- 
viets sent flying columns on ahead 
into Bessarabia in hot pursuit of

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Amending Bill 


Legislator May 
Act as Agent 
For Government 


Under terms of a bill amending 
the Legislative Assembly Act 
which has been inrtoduced into 
the Legislature and given first 
reading, the payment of a Dom- 
inion-provincial bonus to any 
M.L.A, for goods which he has 
produced will not affect his seat 
in the House. 

The bill also makes it clear that 
a member of the Legislature may 
act as an agent for the government 
insurance office, without violating 
provisions of the Act. 

It is designed to remove any pos- 
sible restrictions against farmers 
who are members of the Legisla- 
ture from accepting the wool bonus, 
paid at the rate of four cents per 
pound, It was announced recently 
by the provincial department of 
agriculture that the bonus will 
bring $120,000 to Alberta farmers, 
of which sum the Dominion govern- 
ment will bear half cost. 

The present Act reads, “No per- 
son whosoever, holding or enjoying, 
undertaking or executing, directly 
or indirectly, alone or with any 
other, by himself or by the inter- 
position of a trustee or third party, 
any contract with His Majesty or

AIR TAX! SERVICES 
Air authorities here believe that! 
this will pave the way for small air 
taxi services, charter flying and 
air ambulance projects to be owned 
by R.C.A.F. personnel, They point 
out that capital will be available to 
these men under the provisions of 
the industrial development bank, 
the bill for which is now before a 
parliamentary committee, 

Whether it will be possible to use 
expensive service facilities such as 
airports built under the British 
commonwealth air training plan to 
further this scheme will be con- 
sidered by a committee on post-war 
civil aviation, A lot will depend 
on the proximity of these ports to 
centres of population and expense 
of maintenance, It is thought that 
some of these airfields will be suit- 
able for some form of civil opera- 
tion, 


BUILD 400 AIRPORTS 

While the use of service air- 
ports may be limited a scheme 
which will help the small operator 
is at present under consideration. 
It involves the expenditure of $20,- 
000,000 to build 400 airports and 
landing strips in all parts of Can- 
ada. Sponsored by the Aeronau- 
tical Institute of Canada it has al- 
ready received spme support in the 
western provinces.

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Biggest Burma 
Battle Shaping 
Up on Frontier 


By PRESTON GROVER 

NEW DELHI, March 20—(AP) 
—The biggest battle fought in 
Burma since the Allies were 
driven out years ago apparently 
was developing along the Chin 
Hills frontier to India today 
where the Japanese have crossed 
the Chindwin River in force at 
several points. 

Stung by the logs of the Hukawng 
valley and 4,000 casualties in the 
American-Chinese victorious four- 
months North Burma campaign, the 
Japanese obviously were attempt- 
ing to break through the jungle 
and reach the supply line which 
feeds not only Stilwell’s forces, but 
also those in China. 

The Japanese were advancing in 
two main directions, northward 
along the west side of the Chind- 
win toward the British base of 
Imphal, and westward from a point 
farther north between Homalin and 
Timanthi. 


AIMED AT IMPHAL 

The Japanese drive, which has 
carried across the Chindwin river at 
several points, apparently was 
directed against Imphal, capital of 
the Indian state of Manipur, and at 
outflanking American - Chinese 
forces to the north, 

Today's Allied headquarters’ 
communique, reporting Allied 
successes on other Burma fronts, 
said West African troops counter- 
attacking in the Kaladan valley 
had thrown Japanese forces from 
a previously-occupied position 
and that new Allied gains had 
been scored in the Mayu range 
sector of the Arakan front. 

The communique failed to men- 
tion progress of the Japanese drive 
on the Chindwin front midway be- 
tween the Arakan areas and North- 
ern Burma.

LONDON, March 20,—-(CP)— 
Airmen from Canadian bomber 
group planes, out in force for 
Saturday night's R.A.F.-R.C.A.F. 
smash at the German chemical 
centre of Frankfurt, reported yes- 
terday a “particularly rough” 
flight but were positive their 
bombs hit the targets. 

The flight was made “rough,” 
they said, by night fighters, flak 
and a nest of searchlights 10 miles 
deep.

In addition to the Frankfurt 
smash, other Canadians were in an 
R.A.F, squadron which helped pave 
the way for a special R.A.F. task 
force to demolish an important ex- 
plosives factory at Bergerac, near 
Bordeaux, France, in a precision 
raid in which the R.A.F, used the 
new 12,000-pound basher bombs on 
the plant, 

A description of the Bergerac 
explosion was given by PO. G. S, 
Milne, 10025 83 street, Edmonton, 
a Lancaster crew member who 
said “There will never be words 
to describe the explosion.” A 
Basher bomb was hurled on a 
single selected building from ‘a 
high-flying aircraft while the re- 

mainder of task force unloaded 
high explosive and incendiaries 
around the remaining factory 
buildings. 

“The whole factory came up to 
meet us and great hunks of the 
building were blown over a river a 
half-mile away,” Milne said. 

“I don't mean just bricks and 
girders, but huge hunks of build- 
ing which we saw floating through 
the air from thousands of feet up. 

“When the 12,000-pound Cookie 
hit a storage dump the whole thing 
went sky-high in an orange-yellow 
blast that lit everything for miles 
around for almost a minute.”

Born in Worth County, Mo., in 
1878, he received his education in 
Portage La Prairie, was called to 
the bar in 1903, and 23 years later 
defeated Mr. Meighen in the Dom- 
inion general elections and served 
as a Liberal until 1930. In the 1930 
general election he was defeated by 
W. H. Burns, Conservative. 


LIBERAL M.L.A. 

Chief Justice McPherson also was 
a Liberal member of the Manitoba 
legislature in 1914 and was re- 
elected in Portage La Prairie in the 
1915 general elections. In 1932, as 
a member for Rupert’s Land, he was 
appointed provincial treasurer, in 
John Bracken’s Liberal-Progressive 
government. 

He succeeded the late Hon. D. A. 
Macdonald as chief justice of the 
Manitoba Court of King’s Bench in 
1938. 

H. A. Bergman, appointed 
judge of the Manitoba Court of 
Appeal, is a past president of the 
Manitoba Bar Association, Born 
at Gardar, N.D., he graduated 
from the University of North 
Dakota Law School in 1902 and 
was called to the bar in Manitoba 
in 1908. 

In. 1920 he was appointed a 
King’s Counsel and for the last 
nine years has been vice-chairman 
of the University of Manitoba's 
board of governors. 

Hon. Hugh Amos Robson, ap- 
pointed chief justice of the Mani- 
toba Court of King’s Bench, has 
been a judge of the Court of Ap- 
peal for 14 years. A justice of the 
Court of King’s Bench in 1910, he 
resigned to become a public utili- 
ties commissioner in 1912. 

In 1927 he was elected Liberal 
M.L.A. for Winnipeg and leader of 
the party in Manitoba. 


Judge Dubuc was born in Win- 
nipeg on Nov. 29, 1877, the son of 
Sir Joseph Dubuc, chief justice of 
the Court of King’s Bench. He 
was admitted to the Manitoba bar 
in 1899, and came to Edmonton in 
1900 when he joined the law firm 
of Beck, Emery and Dubuc. 

He was appointed to the district 
court bench in 1920, and was named 
the first stipendiary magistrate for 
the present North West Territories. 
He was the presiding judge at a 
series of seven trials in which 
Eskimo were charged with murder- 
ing R.C.M.P. officers. The trials 
took place at Herschel Island. 


EXTENSIVE CAREER 

Judge McDonald graduated from 
the University of Toronto in 1910 
and as the gold medalist in political 
science in that year. He received 
the B.A. degree. In 1910 he gained 
his LL.B. degree at Osgoode Hall, 
and was called to the Ontario bar 
in the same year. He came west 
in 1915, and joined the law firm of 
McKay, McDonald and Wells, and 
has been practicing in Edmonton 
since. He is a member of First 
Presbyterian church. He will prob- 
ably ‘take his seat on the District 
Court bench about mid-April, and 
will spend the intervening time 
winding up his extensive practice. 


LONG SERVICE 

Judge Crawford was born in 1868 
and has had more than 33 years’ 
continuous service in Alberta's 
courts. He was appointed as judge 
of the district court of Alberta in 
1910, and was later transferred to} 
Edmonton, 

He is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, and Osgoode Hall. 
He was admitted to the Ontario bar 
in 1894, and practiced law with his | 
lawyer father at Aylmer, Ont. In) 
1903 he moved to Red Deer and} 
practiced there until his appoint- | 
ment to the district court.

A Good Argument 


John Blackmore, leader of the New 
Democracy Party, adduces a sound and 
thoughtful argument in support of his 
contention that his political group should 
be included in the allotment of free time 
on the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 

His party quite definitely qualifies as a 
national party, which is one of the require- 
ments for receiving this free monthly 
broadcasting allotment. New Democracy 
members have been elected from Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. Moreover, the 
movement has twice successfully contested 
the provincial field in Alberta, the Social 
Credit and New Democracy parties being 
coincidental. 

Furthermore, up until a few months 
ago, the New Democracy group was the 
third largest in the House of Commons, 
only the recent by-elections giving the 
C.C.F. a small lead in this regard.

An Encouraging Outlook 


Officials say Canadians are not eating 
much more meat than they did before the 
coupons were demobilized. But they note 
consumers have changed over from beef to 
pork in such degree that contract ship- 
ments to Britain are falling behind, The 
announcement will probably correct the 
situation, without restrictions having to be 
imposed. Not many people in Canada will 
want to eat pork when they know that by 
doing so they may cut down the two ounces 
per week allowance which is the Britisher's 
quota of bacon, : 

Information is also given out that meat 
exports from Canada are now in excess of 
$20,000,000 per month, whereas a year ago 
they amounted to $7,000,000, The inference 
is that shipping space is being made avail- 
able more freely, under pressure of grow- 
ing need of supplies for Allied troops over- 
seas and for people in liberated areas, As 
Australian and New Zealand meat is now 
required to feed the fighting men in the 
Pacific, Argentina is the only serious com: 
petitor with Canada in Europe. A continu- 
ance of heavy exports from this country 
is therefore in prospect. 

The outlook of the Canadian stock- 
grower is correspondingly improved, There 
is obviously no danger of a slackened de- 
mand for hogs, while the growing demands 
for other kinds of meat promise ready sale 
of beef cattle and sheep. For the duration, 
the position of these branches of farming 
appears to be assured so far as markets 
are concerned. 


V. 
Air Transport Policy 


The Dominion Government has an- 
nounced the policy it proposes for the regu- 
lation and encouragement of commercial 
flying in Canada, and between Canada and 
other countries, in post-war years, 

The Dominion. is thus the first country 
to put its cards on the table in respect to 
the much-discussed question of interna- 
tional aviation. Its plan is now being 
studied at London and Washington, prob- 
ably also at Moscow, with results which 
will appear in due course. Whatever the 
outcome, Canada has been foremost in 
Suggesting machinery for the international 
control of international air transportation 
services, 

In the home field it is proposed that air 
transport systems be completely divorced 
from the railways, This was long ago done 
in the United States, where air services are 
started and operated by companies inde- 
pendent of outside control, Perhaps that is 
one reason why commercial flying in that 
country developed faster than in any other, 
and out of all semblance to its development 
in Canada. i 

Be this as it may, one apparent object 
is to prevent air transport in Canada being 
confined to two companies. Another is that 
when the men who are flying our war 
planes return home they may find oppor- 
tunities here to obtain licenses, organize 
companies, and go into commercial avia- 
tion on their own account. Their claim to be 
given a fair chance to thus establish them- 
selves in a civilian service for which they 
are eminently fitted cannot be ignored.

Armies No Longer .. 


Moscow has been consistently cautious 
in the wording of official announcements 
regarding the retreat of enemy forces. 
Very seldom has it been claimed that the 
Nazis were in route, in panic, or in open 
flight, even when the speed of the back- 
tracking seemed to suggest anything but 
and orderly or even organized withdrawal. 
The more significance therefore attaches 
to the Moscow declarations that in the 
Ukraine the enemy fled in “panicky re- 
treat”, even “abandoning their wounded in 
their haste to escape encirclement.’ These 
expressions can be taken as literally true, 
and as being true on a broad front, not 
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merely in small sectors or pockets where 
only minor units were involved. 

The fact, obvious from the camouflaged 
admissions of Berlin as from the detailed 
reports of the fighting, is that Hitlec’s 
army group in the Ukraine was split com- 
pletely in two by the massed drive of the 
Red army through its centre right to the 
Dniester. North of this breach one frag- 
ment remained, with Russians on three 
sides of it. The southern fragment, around 
Nikoliev, was in the same plight. 

As Moscow grimly puts it, these seg- 
ments have been isolated “for easy anni- 
hilation”’. In either, or in each, the slaugh- 
ter at Cherkassy and at Stalingrad is likely 
to be repeated. That the all but encircled 
Nazis can fight their way out of either 
pocket is more than doubtful. 


This broken and severed army group 
was estimated to comprise from a half 
million to three-quarters of a million men. 
They will be lucky if more than a third of 
them have crossed or ever do cross the 
Dniester, to continue their flight or to offer 
battle in Rumania, This destruction of 
enemy manpower is even more important 
than the freeing of Russian territory. It 
represents, whatever the final figures may 
show, a permanent reduction in German 
fighting power. 

The circumstances equally show that 
superiority in generalship lies with the 
Russians. Hitler’s generals not only failed 
to hold the “blood line’ he marked down 
at the distant Dnieper; they failed to keep 
their forces in hand and conduct an orderly 
retreat when they could no longer hold the 
line. The Fuehrer can write off his Ukraine 
armies as almost a total loss. He can put 
their leadership sn the same column.

{the other, were millions of people 
willing to work and anxious to buy 
them but without the means of 
payment. Governments could have 
given the necessary impetus to set 
the whole productive process in 
motion and to maintain it at a high 
level of activity. Banks could have 
created the necessary means of 
payment out of the activity thus en- 
gendered.

This being the indictment of the 
economic system which led to the 
present war, Mr. Boothby goes on to 
ram it home with a pile of political, 
financial and economic evidence. 
His damaging story extends from 
the Genoa economic conference in 
1919 after the last war when Mr. 
Lloyd George failed to induce the 
bankers and industrialists of 
Europe to see where their real in- 
terests lay—and nearly had a 
breach with France under Poincare 
whose one idea was to “make Ger- 
many pay”’—to the world slump of 
1931 and the political consequences 
which the slump entailed in the rise 
of European dictatorships. 


He tells again the tragic mistakes 
including the trade boycott of the 
Soviet Union and the vast sums 
poured into Germany by Britain 
and the United States and used by 
the Nazis to finance their arma- 
ments. He describes the impossi- 
bility of making Premier Ramsay 
MacDonald and Mr. Philip Snow- 
den understand what a disaster the 
restoration of the gold standard in 
1925 had been for Britain. And he 
recounts the preposterous flurry 
that arose when wages and salaries 
were cut in 1931 and children sent 
shillings from the savings boxes to 
the national exchequer of what was 
still one of the richest countries in 
the world—able in 1940 to pay 

5,000,000 a day for a war. 


“All this,” says Mr. Boothby, “be- 
cause certain financial houses in 
the City of London had overlent.” 
And he goes on to indict the Bank 
of England for “producing poverty 
in the midst of plenty on a scale 
never hitherto experienced or even 
approached,”

Mr. Boothby, who is a nephew of 
a former governor of the Bank of 
| England, Lord Cunliffe, says of Mr. 
|Montague Norman that he exer- 
cised an “almost mesmeric influ- 
ence” over successive Chancellors 
}of the Exchequer, above all over 
Lord Snowden, and was the auto- 
crat of the City of London; yet in 
almost every major aspect of his 
policy, Mr, Norman has been 
proved wrong. Especially was he 
wrong “in giving financial support 
to the Nazi government during the 
‘thirties.’” According to Mr. Booth- 
| by, the governor’s evidence before 
the Macmillan commission on 
banking showed that “he hadn't the 
foggiest idea of what he was doing 
or why he was doing it.” 

Today, however, the financial 
power of the Bank of England and 
of the financiers of London has 
been greatly reduced, and Mr. 
Boothby says that this power will 
never be restored but will remain 
in the hands of the British govern- 
ment. Moreover, he adds, the out- 
worn “Treasury view” that even if

Mr. Boothby’s constructive con- 
tribution to the solution of the eco- 
nomic paradoxes of the present 
time is comprehensive. He ac- 
cepts the profit-motive as essen- 
tlal; but points out that the rate of 
capital investment is the decisive 
factor and that the key to high em- 
ployment is a steady flow of invest- 
ment at a high level. This depends 
on “effective demand for capital 
goods,” which fluctuates with the 
prospect of profit. 

This remedy, in his view, lies in 
giving to governments the means 
of increasing the purchasing-pow- 
er of the people to the point at 
which consumption is maintained 
at the desirable level and also by 
control over an adequate propor- 
tion of new capital equipment.

Mr. BRoothby’s practical program 
can be summed up as follows: First, 
the conversion of the Bank of Eng- 
land into a public corporation own- 
ed by the state; next, the transfor- 
mation of the banking system from 
a private profit-making concern in- 
to a public service; then, the con- 
trol of the rate of interest by means 
of variations in the volume of credit 
and what are known in London as 
“open market opefations”; also con- 
trol over capital expenditure for 
public works or mixed investments 
not wholly dependent on the profit 
motive; control of monopolies; re- 
distribution of wealth by taxation;

Tips on Furniture Arrangement 


Small Rooms Seem Larger 
If Chesterfields and 


Sofas Are Against Walls 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 


The men groan and make a lot 
of remarks about the women al- 
ways wanting to move the furni- 
ture from here to there. 

But, as a matter of fact, we wo- 
men have to try things out to find 
out whether they will work or not. 
That is one defence for moving the 
furniture back and forth. 


On the other hand, there should 
be a good reason for placing each 
piece of furniture where it is. In 
short, furniture arrangements 
should be, first of all, functional. 

Here is how to start planning the 
arrangement of a room. First of all, 
it should “work”—that is be usable, 
livable, convenient. Here you 
want to consider such things as the 
traffic lanes through the room and 
remember not to block them with 
furniture that must be gone around 
or stumbled over all day long. 

Next, be sure that lamp tables 
and floor lamps are placed so they 
provide light where it is needed— 
near ‘easy chairs, chesterfields, 
game or work tables. 

As for easy chairs—place them 
where people are going to want to 
sit, so they won't always be lifting 
or shoving the chairs across the 
room to somewhere else, Don't 
place easy chairs off by themselves, 
away from convenient tables or out 
of conversational distance of other 
easy chairs. Large tables should

OTTAWA—The Canadian gov- 
ernment has set aside the entire 
Yukon Territory and a vast block 


of the District of Mackenzie in the 
Northwest Territories, as a reserve 


lan agreement covering the Canol 
|project. In addition, the Govern- 
}ment of Canada has declared that 
one-half of all oil production and 
|development in this enormous re- 
served area shall become its prop- 
erty six months after the war ends. 
|The reserve covers nearly 1,000,000 
square miles. 

These disclosures are found in 
official documents relating to the 
famed Canol project in the Can- 
adian Northwest. As far as the 
printed report of the Truman Com- 
mittee of the U.S. Senate, which 
discounted the Canol project 
heavily, shows, these and other sig- 
nificant features of the project 
never came to the notice of the 
committee. Official notes ex- 
changed between Canada and the 
United States from time to time, 
since the Canol project originated 
in 1942, disclosed that Canadian ac- 
tion was taken to protect the in- 
terests of its ally, the United 
States Government, and its own in- 
terests, against nuisance staking in 
the Canadian Northwest oil area,

These features of the Canol pro- 
ject have come into prominence in 
view of current negotiations be- 
tween Canada and United States 
which may decide the fate of 
Cano!l, The Truman Committee 
recommended that

room is small and intimate, the 
rug may be the focal point. 

Don't place furniture catacorner 
or slantwise with the wall and the 
same thing goes for rugs. The 
main reason for this is that it 
wastes space, but besides, it looks 
awkward. 

Don’t put a large piece of furni- 
ture against a wall space just 
barely big enough to accommodate 
it. Don’t put too many big pieces 
of furniture in a little room, Con- 
sider balance as well as propor- 
tion in arranging matching walls 
and spaces. 

As for the question of whether to 
have the furniture hug the wall or 
be placed out from the wall—that 
depends entirely on the circum- 
stances. Both ways can be cor- 
rect. As a rule, a room seems 
larger if the furniture is kept back 
against the wall as much as pos- 
sible, so that is a good idea for a 
small room, But in a room that is 
big anyway this is apt to be mon- 
otonous. 

In a small room, you will usually 
want just one grouping; in a big 
room you may want several, Ches- 
terfields may be placed against the

proached the Swedish consul in 
Paris in February, asking his views 
on whether Gustav would serve as 
a mediator. 


“NOTHING TO IT” 


A Swedish foreign office spokes- 
man said there was “nothing to it.” 

Asked about King Gustav’s mes- 
sage to Finland urging that coun- 
try to accept a Russian armistice, 
Hitler was quoted as saying he did 
not know if the report were true 
but at any rate “it is purely a 
Swedish matter.” 

Asked his view on the Russian 
terms for Finland, Hitler was 
quoted as snapping back: 

“The Russian terms mean ex- 
actly what they say. They are 
intended to place Finland in a 
position in which she will no 
longer be able to defend herself. 


“What the Russians want is to 
put a noose around Finland's neck 
and when it is time they will draw 
it tight.” 

The telephonic interview, which 
the paper said was the first with 
Hitler by any foreign correspond- 
ent at least since December, 1941, 
was obtained by the paper's 
veteran Berlin correspondent, C. 
Jaederlund. 

Jaederlund asked Hitler if he 
thought the Russians now found 
their war situation so bright that 
the Finns must make peace. He 
reported that Hitler replied: 
RUSSIA “SKEPTICAL” 

“Absolutely not. When Russia 
finds it necessary to take such a 
step it is only because Russia is 
skeptical of her own military fut- 
ure.” He went on: 

“Nobody has any doubts about 
the Bolsheviks’ wants—to throw all 
non-Bolsheviks out of Europe. 

“At the moment it is the Finns. 
To gain that point, which has been 
acknowledged quite openly by 
the Allies, they have started a 
nerve war against the Finns.” 

Jaederlund mentioned reports of 
British and American guarantees 
in connection with a Finnish armis- 
tice and said Hitler replied: 

“What can English and American 
guarantees mean other than that 
Finland must give in? Practically 
speaking, any English or American 
guarantee is worthless. 


CAN’T ASK QUESTIONS 


“England and the U.S.A. are not 
able to ask Russia any questions or 
give any orders about Russian poli- 
tics. They want to, but they can- 
not. We have already 
value of British guarantees in the 
Polish situation.” 

The Swedish correspondent said 
Hitler then touched on his familiar 
theme that President Wilson’s 14 
points were “thrown out immed- 
iately after Germany laid down her 
arms,” and concluded, “all prom- 
ises made to Germany then were 
worthless.” 


STOCKHOLM, March 20.—(AP) 
—The Swedish foreign office Cce- 
nied Saturday night a London re- 
port that King Gustaay had been 
asked to act as an intermediary 
with the western powers on behalf 
of Germany, 

“Neither His Majesty the King, 
nor the Swedish foreign office 
has ever received any request to 
act as a mediator between Ger- 
many and the western powers,” 
the statement said, 

A short time earlier, the Stock- 
holms Tidningen reported that Hit- 
ler, in a telephone interview with 
its Berlin correspondent had de- 
nied that Germany was trying to 
get out of the war by using Sweden 
as an intermediary.

Survey of Work | 
Blind Persons| 


Making a@ survey of business 
and manufacturing activities car- 
ried on in Western Canada by 
blind persons Hon. Gilbert Lay- 
ton, Montreal, Dominion presi- 
dent of the Canadian Federation 
of the Blind, arrived in Edmon- 
ton Monday, 

He will confer here with offi- 
cials of the National Institute of the 
Blind, and also with provincial gov- 
ernment officials on the possibili- 
ties of growing broom corn in this 
province. 

Mr. Layton, who is also secre- 
tary-manager of the Montreal As- 
sociation of the Blind, said there 
was an extreme shortage of raw 
materials for the factories operated 
by blind persons in Montreal and 
Eastern Canada and some of them 
would have to close in the near 
future unless supplies are made 
available. 

He will consult also with offi- 
cials of organizations here to see if 
ways and means can be devised to 
give blind persons a fuller social 
life. He suggested that service 
clubs, women’s organizations and 
other associations plan monthly en- 
fertainment for blind persons in 
this territory. 

Objects of these gatherings, he 
said, was to get the blind persons 
together so that they could discuss 
their problems : nd present a united 
front in requests to governments 
for better conditions. 

He said that the present blind 
pensien was too low, adding that 
the “means test” discouraged the 
initiative of the blind.

Communism Said 
No Solution For 
World Problems

a divine right to seek, and to offer 


a solution, for those social problems | 


which have become factors affect- 
ing the faith and morals of the 
human race. 

The worker who has chosen to 
unite with his fellow workers 
under the Communistic banner 
possibly knows little and cares 
less about communistic phil- 
osophy and has been led to be- 
lieve that under communism he 
has a world to gain and can lose 
nothing but his own chains. 
The speaker then asked 

is Communism?” 

“Modern communism insists that 
in the world today there is only 
one reality — matter — the blind 
forces of which have evolved into 
plant, animal and man. Human 
society is nothing but a form of 
matter. In such a philosophy, he 
said, there is no God, no difference 
between soul and body, neither any 
hope of survival after death. 
POSITION OF WOMEN 


He described the emancipation of 
women in Russia, where the women 
work under the same conditions as 
men and the care of home and chil- 
dren becomes the responsibility of 
the state. He said education is the 
exclusive prerogative of the state 
and the right to educate children 
would be denied the parents except 
with permission of the state. 

He emphasized that in order to 
secure the support of the masses 
communism claims to seek only the 
improvement of the conditions of 
the working classes. It promises to} 
remedy the abuses of the capital-} 
istic system. It promises a more 
equitable distribution of the world’s 
goods. These objectives are entirely 
legitimate and we, as Catholics, 
favor such reforms, he said. 


We criticize communism be- 
cause we know its philosophy and 
ultimate ends. It promises im- 
proved working conditions only 
at the cost of permanent enslave- 
ment. It offers security at the 
cost of freedom. We as Catholics 
insist on both security and free- 
dom, We are opposed to the com- 
munistic philosophy of atheistic | 
materialism, violence, hate and 
class war, which it claims essen- 
tial to make its solution possible. 


He stressed that the communistic 
promise of today, “from each ac- 
cording to his means—to each ac-!} 
cording to his needs,” will become | 
the future’s haunting echo—mock- 
ing the worker in a wilderness of 
his own slavery—for who will now 
determine his means and who will 
determine his needs? The bureau- 
erats, and who would determine the 
bureaucrats — the dictator — and 
Lenin who ought to know, said that 
“The revolutionary dictatorship of 
the proletariat’ is an authority} 
maintained by force and not bound 
by any laws,” he said. 


ALREADY OPERATIVE 


Some people will say that the | 
communistic solution has already 
become operative and will point to 
Russia as evidence of its achieve- 
ment, Before examining _ their 
achievements let us dispose of four| 
carefully planted false impressions, 
he stated 


“First because the Russian people 
are now our Allies that it has be- 
come unpatriotic for us to examine 
their form of government. We must 
distinguish between the gallant Rus- 
Sian people and their communistic 
form of government. Communism 
was imported into Russia from Ger- 
many and less than three million of 
Russia’s one hundred and eighty 
millions have chosen to accept it. 

“Second that at a certain hour 
and a certain date communism 
changed its convictions. We are 
now positively assured that Stalin 
is no longer interested in world 
revolution, that he has no further 
territorial demands in Europe. 


“It may be true that in order to 
secure his own position, in order to 
placate his people and to secure 
the sympathy and aid of the democ- 
racies that Stalin has discovered 
that free and easy divorce is a fail- 
ure; that destruction of the home 
and family is a deterrant to the 
growth of solidarity; that dead level 
of wages slows up production and 
denial of rights to private owner- 
ship destroys ambition. But on the 
two fundamentals of communism— 
atheism and internationalism— 
neither Stalin or his associates have 
experienced any change of heart,” 
he asserted 


PROGRESSIVE DEMOCRACY 

“We are assured that for the first 
time the ‘freedom of the press’ has 
been justified and Russia is pictured 
as she really is, a truly progressive 
democracy. This is utterly false, 
Communism has not changed its 
form of government, As the presi- 
dent of the United States said, ‘The 
Soviet Union is a dictatorship as 
cruel and absolute as any other dic- 
tatorship on the face of the earth’.” 

Mr. Monaghan briefly outlined 
the tyranny of terror by which 
the present administration seized 
Power in 1917, and the official 
statement of the secret police in 
1927 who calmly accepted credit 
for one and three quarter million 
deaths, 

He pointed to the fact that be- 
tween three and five million people 
starved to death in 1933 when the 
communist state, in an effort to fin- 
ance the program of industrial ex- 
pansion, seized the grain of the 
Ukraine; the boast of Litvinoff, 
which was never repudiated, that 
the Soviet Union would wlilingly 
sacrifice one hundred and fifty mill- | 
ion lives to ensure the success of} 
their program; of the atrocities 
committed in Mexico and Spain, as 
the price of a communistic experi- 
ment in world expansion 

Mr. Monaghan stated “we mus! 
recall that communism spawned 
Nazism and Fascism. We recall the 
treacherous attack on Poland. The 
unprovoked aggression against Fin; 
land, the rape of the Baltic States, 
only to find the answer for the 
treason and treachery of the Na-

Paul Hiniuk, 36-year-old butch- 
er, of 12831 56 street, crushed 
about the head and chest when 
the wheels of a truck from 
which he reportedly jumped, 
passed over him, about 9:30 p.m. 
Saturday, was dead upon arrival 
at Royal Alexandra hospital, ac# 
cording to city police. 

The accident, which occurred at 
66 street and Fort Trail, marked the 


first fatality of 1944, and the first 
within four months in the city. 


DRIVER OF TRUCK 

The truck, police stated, was be- 
ing operated by J. Kreitz, 215 Arm- 
strong block, accompanied by his 
wife, who rode in the cab, Hiniuk, 
together with Bert Gordon, *11823 
53 street, was riding in the gravel 
box 

It was stated that Hiniuk was | 
being taken to his home at the 
time, and the truck had been driv- | 
en past his stopping point, Kreitz | 
told police he had turned the ve- | 
hicle around and started back to- 
ward the house. 

When about 75 feet from where 
the accident occurred, Gordon 
rapped on the truck window, 
calling to the driver to stop. At 
the same time, Hiniu was said 
to have jumped over the side of 
the box. 

The latter fell beneath the left 
rear wheel and Gordon ordered the 
truck to be stopped, saying that 
Hiniuk had been run over. 


RUSHED TO HOSPITAL 

Placed in the cab, Hiniuk. was 
rushed to hospital, where it was 
found he was dead, it was stated. 

Paul Hinuk was born in Poland in 
1906, and was 21 years old when he 
came to Canada. He was employed 
as a butcher by Burns packing 
house, 

He is survived by his wife and 
four children, three sons and one 
daughter, They are John, 15; Annie, 
12; William, 11; and Benny, seven 
years old. Two brothers and one 
sister also survive.

Is $340,041.91 


Burns & Co. Limited had a net 
profit of $340,041.91 after provid- 
ing for all charges including 
bond interest, depreciation and 
income tax in 1943, according to 
the sixteenth annual report re- 


leased to shareholders today. 
This compares with a net profit 
Of $322,396.96 in 1942. Net current 
assets of the company increased 


to $3,200,063.26, bein an advance 
of 


$233,150.71 over the previous 
r. According to the «report, 
$s and volume reached an all- 
time high in the history of the 
company’s operations. The com- 
pany and its subsidiaries paid 
taxes of $950,000 in the past year. 


The report includes a statement 
of the distribution of every income 
dollar of the company in 1943, in- 
dicating that 83'sc of every dollar 
went to producers for livestock, 
poultry, cream, eggs, etc.; 7%4c to 
employees for wages; 3.6lc for cost 
of supplies, and general expenses 
2.69c. After deduction of all ex- 
penses, the company was left with 
a net profit of 46 of a cent out of 
every dollar. During the year un- 
der review, wages of employees 
were increased by 13% over 1942. 


NEW RECORD 


In his statement to the share- 
holders, John Burns, president of 
the company, points out that it is 
a compliment to the industry of 
Canadian farmers that by their ef- 
forts hog marketings attained a new 
all-time record of 7,149,000 head, 
being an increase of 15% over the 
previous year. 

“There is every reason to believe 
that the hog industry in this coun- 
try will be stabilized for some 
years due to the payment by the 
government of premiums for “A” 
and “B1” hogs, $3.00 and $2.00 re- 
spectively, as announced early in 
1944, and the prospect of a long 
term bacon contract with Great 
Britain,” states Mr. Burns. 


“These substanti:! premiums 
paid for hogs, which are the most 
desirable for the British market, 
is an encouragement to the farm- 
er to further stimulate produc- 
tion on a quality basis, The suc- 
cess of this program will deter- 
mine very largely Canada’s posi- 
tion on the British market when 
competition from European coun- 
tries is renewed after the. war.” 

Mr. Burns points out the re- 

port that if marketings of hogs 
could be spread more evenly over 
the year, the slaughtering facilities 
of the meat packing industry of 
Canada would be ample, and stor- 
age of finished products would not 
be a problem when sufficient ocean 
space makes free export movement 
possible, 


EMPLOYEES’ RECORD 


The subsidiaries of the company 
enjoyed substantially greater prof- 
its due to increased volume during 
the past year, according to the re- 
port. 

Mr. Burns refers to the excellent 
record of employees of the com- 
pany in their subscriptions for Vic- 
tory bonds and war savings certifi- 
cates, and he also lauds their liber- 
al response to appeals for various 
wartime organizations. Mr. Burns 
points out that more than nine 
hundred of the company employ- 
ees are now enrolled for service in 
His Majesty’s forces. 

“Until this war is brought to a 
successful conclusion the resources 
of the company must be devoted 
unstintingly to co-operation toward 
that end,” states Mr. Burns. “The 
industry continues to perform a 
most valuable part in the program 
designed for the prosecution of the 
war.” “In extending its apprecia- 
tion for the assistance accorded by 
others, it is important that emphas- 
is be placed on the record accom- 
plishment of farmers in producing 
materials; the greater exertion of

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Flier, Dangling in Fouled ’Chute, 
Drops to Death as 80,000 Watch 


POOLE, Eng., March 20.—(CP)—Crowds of shoppers in this 
southeast English coastal city of 80,000 watched horror-stricken Sat- 
urday as a huge British transport plane circled over the harbor 
with a 25-year-old lieutenant dangling helplessly in the shrouds of 
a parachute under the fuselage. 

The young officer died shortly after the piane had swooped 
low over the harbor and he had dropped into the water. 

The ‘chute apparently had become entangled in the door as he 
jumped. 

As the plane circled the town shop assistants left their counters, 
housewives deserted their kitchens, and traffic was paralyzed while 
thousands watched the drama in the sky. 

“The man swung back and forth, and now and again whirled 
round and round,” said one woman. 

From a school playground boys watched the plane, led across 
the harbor by two others with speed reduced as much as possible. 
A launch with a physician aboard picked the lieutenant up within 
a few minutes after he fell. He died before he reached shore. His 
name and the reason for the parachute jump were not disclosed.
